DeLoine letter Mystery. 


New York, Feb. 14.—The mystery as to 


bow the letter from Mr. De Lome to Mr. 
Canalejas fell into the hands of the Cu- 
ban Junta seems to have been solved. 
According to advices from Havana re- 
ceived Saturday, Manuel Pichardo, son- 
,m-law of .the Spanish deputy, Arturo 
Amblard, and a correspondent in Ha- 
vana of Canalejas' Madrid newspaper, 
was the man who gave the letter to the 
Cuban agent, who brought it to the 
junta. Pichardo, it is said, was actu- 
ated by a spirit of personal revenge, and 
rot in the least by a desire to benefit the 
Cuban cause. He wanted to disgrace 
De Lome, because the letter contained a 
remark about Amblard which he deemed 
insulting "There goes Amblard," said 
De Lome to Canalejas. "I believe he 
comes too deeply taken up with little 
political matters, and there must be 
'something very great or we shall lose." 


This morning's issue of the Philadel- 


phia Press says- that the existence of the 
De Lome letter was made known first. 
by an employe of the embassy. Word 
•v\ as sent to Havana, and a clerk in th« 
postofflce intercepted the missive and 
copied its contents, tinder pressure he 
was induced to abstract the original and 
substitute blank sheets in the envelope. 
Eight days from its arrival in the^Ha- 
^ana office the sealed envelope, properly 
a'ddressed to Mr Canalejas, was de- 
.livered at the Ingla'terra hotel. Mr. 
Canalejas did not regard the matter 
seriously at the time, although the hotel 
boy who brought him the letter and the 
po&toffice employe who had last charge 
of it were arrested. So, also, was the 
,hotel employe who went several times 
daily to the postoffice for the mails. AH 
three were discharged after an examina- 
tion. Mr. Canalejas communicated al- 
most immediately w^th^Minister -De 
Lome and, for several weeks letters and 
cablegrams passed between the two, but 
no trace of the letter could be obtained.

FILIBUSTERING EXPEDITIONS. 


One Leaves "Florida and Another De- 


parts From Bridgeport. 


Tarnpa, Fla., Feb. 14.—Almost undei 


the nose of Edward Taylor, superinten- 
dent of Pinkerton's Spanish spies, a 
large Cuban expedition left tampa Sat- 
urday night, and last night sailed from 
a point on Pease river. The-men, about 
70 in number, walked through the streets 
of Tampa about 2 o'clock Stinday morn- 
ing and boarded a special train, which 
bore them to a point near where they 
"were to embark. There they remained 
in hiding until last night, when a tug 
took them out to the steamer which bore 
them away to Ctfoa. 
{ 


Colonel Bmilio Nunez was in charge 


of the steamer. It is aaid that General 
Sanguilly is the real commander, and 
color is given this rumor by the fact 
that when the men left here they were 
in charge of Colonel Lachuga, who was 
first lieutenant of the personal staff held 
by Sanguilly when he failed to get away 
from Jacksonville. 


Superintendent Taylor, his son, and 


[another Pinkerton man have been here 
looking for Sanguilly. They imagined 
he was somewhere near. It is alleged 
that the Cubans have sent fttnguilly 
away on this trip. It is understood that 
5000 rifles, 6000 pounds of dynamite, 200,- 
000 rounds of cartridges and a large lot 
of supplies made up the cargo. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Feb. 14.—The col- 


lector of customs has received advices 
from Washington to the effect that a 
tug with three barges has Just departed 
from Bridgeport, it is believed, on a fili- 
bustering expedition. 
The/ tug and 


bargae arc loaded with arms and dyna- 
mite to be transferred to another boat 
somewhere on Long Island sound. 


The Washington authorities, it is said, 


received their first intimation of this 
expedition from Spanish spies stationed 
at Bridgeport. A revenue cutter has 
been ordered out from New London with 
the expectation of intercepting the al- 
leged expedition. 


Stattu of Zola'* Case. 


Paris. Feb. 14.—It is generally ad- 


mi,tted that Zola has proven his case, 
yet he will probably be condemned. 
Even a majority of his enemies have 
been convinced, as muqh by the silence 
of the army authorities when questioned 
3.9 by the direct testimony of other wit- 
nesses, that Dreyfus was found guilty 
upon evidence secretly submitted to his 
judges. 
It is admitted that this Is 


utterly illegal, yet public opinion is still 
so strongly perverted that the gross out- 
rage upon the first principles of Justice 
is openly excused and defended, and the 
resentment against Zola for denouncing 
the authorities who are guilty is scarce- 
ly lessened. 


The incidents bf the trial should not 


distract attention from the astounding 
crisis which has seized the public mind 
of France and which portends evils and 
calamities that none can estimate. The 
bald truth is this: It is openly admitted 
today that the prisoner on Devil island 
was illegally condemned, and that the 
government had full knowledge of the 
fact. 
The people now believe It, yet 


the French government and a majority 
of the French people are opposing every 
obstacle in their power to righting that 
great wrong.

Until a vote is taken it will be impossibl • 
to tell to what extent the action of ; es 
terday's Boston meeting will be endorsed 
The mill hands in most places have been 
engaged in organizing- aud'Jculions are 
stronger than at the time the cut went 
into effect.

Sunday's meeting of union delegates was 


caned by President Samuel^GtSmpers ct 
the American Federation of .Labor, Sec- 
retary Ross of the National Mule Spin- 
ners' association, and others, to devise 
ft ays and means to assist the cloth mill 
strikers. 
Forty-two delegates, repre- 


senting every textile union In New Eng- 
land, responded, and though the meet- 
ing lasted four hours it was one of the 
tnost harmonious ever held by labor lead- 
C"S. 


There were no evidences «f the re- 


ported discord among thdse present, the 
discussion being of the pleasantest kind. 
The contending: factions in the textile 
trade were represented in the delegates 
from the rival organizations,- and the 
unanimity with which the vote tarecom- 
mend a general strike was carried bore 
out the assertion made by the leaders 
that the cotton operatives were more 
united than was generally credited in 
the public press. 


It is estimated that there Are 148,000 


cotton operatives in the New England 
States, and that if the strike ordered 
should be favored Wy- the various organ- 
izations" fulfy 145jOOO -would be affected. 


Soon after convening: the organization 


went into executive session; the only 
person present not a textile ^worker be- 
ing the general orgjanlzer of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Lafcor.x 


Reports from localities' where strikes 


were on were called for, and the exact 
condition of affairs in these centers was 
laid before the delegates. The measures 
for securing financial aid -w ere carefully 
canvassed, and ways and means devised 
to receivp more-prompt assistance from 
unions affiliated with the A. F. of "L. 


After fully discussing the situation the 


following 
motion 
was unanimously 


carried- 
"Voted, That -we recommend 


for the favorable consideration of all 
uijlons the advisability of ordering all 
cotton tartile operatives to quit work 
at once." 


Other questions were also discussed 


and at length the matter was put to a 
vote, and no one was registered 
as 


against the motion that the different 
unions should order a general strike in 
every cotton mill in New England until 
a satisfactory adjustment of wages 
could be arranged. 


It now remains for the various na- 


tional unions to take action on the rec- 
ommendation, but just what this action 
will be Is a matter of conjecture. If 
all should acquiesce and vote to strike, 
147,000 operatives 
would undoubtedly 


cease work, and the manufacture of cot- 
ton goods throughout New England 
would be at a standstill. If, on the other 
hand, only a few unions vote to str/|ket 
the refusal of the others may still keep 
a larger portion of the mills in opera- 
tion. Inasmuch, however, as the meet- 
Ing was the outcome of President Gom- 
pers' suggestions and as he admonished 
the members of the Federation of Labor 
to join hands and assist the New Bed- 
ford strikers, it seems probable that 
nearly every union will carry out the 
recommendations, and that one of the 
greatest strikes ever seen in this coun- 
try is impending. 


Both of the Biddeford delegates be- 


lieved that all of the mills in New Eng- 
land should be closed as soon as pos- 
sible, as this would lead to an earlier 
settlement in the cities where strikes 
were in operation. 
They aaid they 


went into the fight against the reduction 
because the wages paid were lower than 
self-respecting men or women should 
be compelled to work for. 
They also 


stated that the storerooms in their city 
were nearly empty, and that if a gen- 
eral strike were ordered the manufac- 
turers would be forced to give in. 


Direct Shift of Tactics. 


New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 14.—From 


the point of view of the New Bedford 
strikers the action taken by the con- 
ference in Boston is scarcely calculated 
to be received with aoy, inasmuch as it is 
against the policy adopted at the meet- 
ings of the executive committee of the 
National Spinners' union—to wit, that 
New Bedford should be made the bat- 
tleground, and until the conclusion of 
the strike here the other textile centers 
should remain at work, thereby acquir- 
ing the means to assist the New Bedford 
operatives in their struggle. Then, at 
the conclusion of New Bedford's fight, 
the plan was, whether New Bedford won 
or lost, the strike against the general re- 
duction should be extended, m one dis- 
trict at a time, until the whole of New 
England had been covered. In view of 
this plan, which, at the time of its adop- 
tion, seemed to meet with general ac- 
iquiescence, the action of the conference 
is a direct shift of tactics.

latter's habits and financial condition. 
Mr. Cooke was quite wealthy and had 
the reputation of keeping considerable 
money in his house. The motive for the 
assault was undoubtedly robbery, but 
Christian, after striking the old man, 
became alarmed, and ran away without 
'Obtaining a cent.

He Turned the Joke. 


Yet it must not be thought that Deacon 


"Whits is an uuclever man. Far from it. 
His intellect is one of the keenest now 
operating in all this neck of the woods. 
He has a pretty solid £rlp on all affairs of 
any note, and he holds entertaining views 
on every subject of importance. He also 
has a lively sense of the humorous, as a 
littlo group of his Wall street friends found 
out one day some ten or a dozen years ago, 
when his fortunes were at their highest 
mark and ho held a seat in the house of 
representatives at Washington. 


His attitude toward clothes then was 


just what it is now, only more so; in fact, 
he had what a newspaper writer of those 
remote doys described as a "passionate 
yearning" for ancient garments. The 
seasons came and went then as now, but 
the deacon's old suit continued in daily 
woar for so long a period as to fill his 
friends, of whom he had and still has 
many, with pain and regret. 


At last his appearance came to be so 


seedy that a- little group of these friends 
concluded that something must be done 
about it. It was suggested by one that a 
memorial upon the subject be drawn up 
and presented to him, but this was over- 
ruled, and it was finally decided to get up 
a mock subscription and then invite him 
to go to a tailor to be measured for a new 
suit of clothes.

out in detail that the deacon's changed 
financial condition, as indexed by his cloth- 
ing, had been noted with grief by his 
friends, and that the undersigned sub- 
scribed the sums set opposite their names 
toward purchasing such clothes as would 
protect him from tho weather until such 
time as his salary as member of congress 
should be applicable for such purpose. 


The deacon got wind of the scheme a 


few days before It was sprung and was all 
ready for the jokers when they called to 
escort him to the sartorial establishment. 
After it had been formally explained that 
a new suit was about to be provided for 
him without cost, as a token of generaj 
confidence and estoom, the deacon arose. 
He appeared to be profoundly impressed 
with the extraordinary kindness of his 
friends, and in grave and polished phrase, 
which he emphasized with graceful ges- 
tures, ho thanked tho committee. Then 
the entire crowd marched solemnly to tha 
tailor shop, where, without cracking a sin- 
gle smile, the deqcon selected aa expensive 
materials as ho could find, submitted to 
the measuring tape and wont awoy as sol- 
emnly as he canio. Throughout the whole 
proceeding ho affected to believe that the 
committee hud acted in perfect good faith 
and that he appreciated the kindness of 
its members beyond tho power of espres-

jesters paid for tho suit that was made. 


A Life Full of Incident. 


It is only a little while since, for tho 


second time, Deacon White paid up his 
obligations after disastrous failure, and ho 
is now in fnirly good shape financially, 
though by no means as rich as he cnco 
was. Tho valuo of his possessions whon 
he was at his best has never been more 
than guessed nt by any one outside a 
limited circle, but ho must have been very 
well to do, for his failure in 1803 was for 
a cool million. Though H took him some 
time to do it, he paid every cent of his lia- 
bilities. 


Deacon White is n native of North Caro- 


lina, from which stnto his father was 
obliged to remove because of hie opposition 
to slavery some 68 years ago. The present 
deacon was then only a babe In arms, but 
antislavery sentiment was Instilled into 
his youthful mind to such an extent na to 
make him a strong abolitionist whon ha 
crew to manhood and a sturdy advocate 
of the north whon the Civil war broke out.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Easiness brightens. It is pushing to- 


ward spring activity rather early and 
the present situation, is more hopeful, ac 
cording to Dun's review of the weeE past) 
than for a number of years at the same 
season. Immense increase in the buying 
of iron, rise in cotton, the large railroad 
consolidation of the New York Central 
and Lake Shore, have been the chief 
causes for a showing better thus far for 
February than for several years. If the 
improvement .since January 1 continues 
permanent, as it seems that it must, the 
year 1898 will be a record breaker in many 
lines of business. 


Railroad earnings, a pretty good index 


of business generally, were 16.6 per cent. 
better for January than a year ago, and 
9.5 ahead of 1892. the year preceding the 
great business slump. The iron market 
is lively. Already in 1898 more rails have 
been contracted than were produced in 
the whole of 1897. This presages a large 
increase in railway construction. Other 
finds of structural icon are also in un- 
precedented demand. The present output 
of pijfiroa is the largest in the history of 
the business and even this unprecedented 
output, it is estimated, will prove insuffl 
cient for demands. 


The shipments of boots and shoes from 


the east continue larger than ever, being 
11 per cent, over last year and 24 per cent- 
ahead of 1892, Cotton has risen in price 
and cotton goods show a stronger tone. 
Woolen goods show an advance and 
woolen mills closed for years have been 
opened. This is a striking feature in thi 
industry is iu ihe iron and other Indus 
tries, and Implies a demand not now met 
by the unprecedented output. 


Wheat is strong and advancing, with 


exports about uouble what they were 
last year. Corn exports are also sur- 
prisingly heavy and the price increased a 
trifle. Business shown by bank clearings 
is larger than ever before. This is sig_ 
niflcant. The clearings thus far in Feb- 
ruary are a half more than one year ago 
for the same period, and 16 per cent" 
ahead of 1892. Commercial loans are 
broadening, despite settlements at ma- 
turity beyond ;the ba'nks' expectations, 
Failures for the week were only about 
half of what they were a year ago. 


The situation is altogether more en- 


couraging than 4t any time for eight 
years. 


BUNCH TJBUE HANGINGS. 


THE TRANSCRIPT has already approve 3 


ihe plan of having all executions take 
place at the state prison. Eepresentative 
Parsons of Greenfield has introduced a 
bill into the legislature to provide for this 
change, which seems likely to pass. Now 
the sherif& of the state find strong sup- 
port for this change in the report of the 
prison commissioners, as follows: 


If the state is to continue to inflict capi- 
tal punishment under whatever method, 
whether by hanging or by the more 
modern and more satisfactory way of 
electrocution, we believe that the state 
itself should assume the duty of conduct- 
ing tne execution. This would save large 
expense to the counties, and cause execu- 
tions to be more uniform and dignified. 
The commission is especially interested 
in preventing the demoralization which 
is necessarily attendant on prisoners con- 
fined in a county prison where an execu- 
tion is conducted. To prevent this, as 
far as possible, we recommend that some 
one prison be selected for all executions, 
and that suitable arrangements be made 
so that they can be carried out in a man- 
ner befitting the supreme exercise of the 
powers of government.

Chairs, tables and stools of hard wood 


which have been stained and defaced be- 
yond the power of furniture polish to re- 
store them may be inado presentable again 
by being treated with enamel paint, either 
light or dark. It is, of course, always in- 
advisable to cover hard wood articles with 
anything which is opaque and conceals the

grain, so wbero a coot of varnish will snf- 
flce to renew their attractiveness paint 
should not be used. It sometimes happens, 
however, that old furniture of a graceful 
shape and still strong has boon injured 
and discolored to such an extent that var- 
nish will not remove or conceal the disfig- 
urement. In that case enamel is the only 
resort, and, as enameled furniture is much 
in vogue at present, the result is often sur- 
prisingly good. The cane seats of chairs 
may bo enameled just as the frame is, but 
it should be remembered that one or two 
coats of ordinary paint of the desired color 
should be applied and tho enamel only 
used as a finish, as thick enamel cracks 
and chips off. White, ivory, pale green, 
dark red, dam green, brown and black are 
tho favorite colors. Loose cushions of flow- 
ered s.ilk, fastened with ribbons, are ap- 
propriate for chairs thus treated. Rattan 
furniture as well as that made of wood 
takes paint and enamel very satisfactorily. 


Small marquise parasols may be con- 


verted into very pretty umbrella ebndea 
for tall lamps. The handle of the parasol 
is removed, and a hole is cut in tho top to 
allow of tho passage of the lamp chimney. 
The parasol is sustained by a wire frame 
such as is used for paper lamp shades, and 
a ruche is arranged around the opening 
at the top, a ruffle to match being placed 
around the outer edge.

COMMUNICATION. 


"Fud« aud Frill*" lu Education 


To THE EDITOR OF THE TBAKSOBIPT: 


It is with no little alarm that the 


thoughtful person interested in the prob- 
lems of our public school system aud its 
methods sees them fearlessly criticised on 
the basis of au ancient and dead system 
Yet tuiu perhaps i s oue of the safeguards 
of the present educational methods. We 
re living under the conditions of the last 
years of our century, and who can turn 
back the wheels and laud us in one of its 
former decades? One of our shoe manu- 
facturers has preserved the first shoe 
made ID his factory. No one looking at it 
would fail to declare that it is stronger, 
more thoroughly made a»d would out- 
wear any of its descendants. It is desti- 
tute of "fads and frills" as we know them, 
but who can say that to the wearer of 
that day it may not have seemed to be 
perilously near the verge of sacrificing 
usefulness to beauty. Certainly, as com- 
pared with the wooden shoe of the Euro- 
pean peasantry it possesses a pliability 
and a conformity to the foot that would 
in contrast make it an elegant piece of 
footwear. 


It is easy enough to raise the shibbo- 


leth of "thoroughness" and "practical- 
ness" concerning present school work. 
It is the most popular and alarming criti- 
cism to the graduate of Colburn's mental 
arithmetic and of the first, second and 
third rsaders. It is a criticism that can" 
not be answered by the comparison of 
facts. If only the Fort Massachusettg 
Historical society had started on ita work 
a number ot years earlier, and foreseeing 
the present 
educational 
critics, could 


have preserved a graduate of the "dees- 
trict" school intact, then perhaps might 
be forever settled the question whether 
such a pupil was bette? fitted for the 
"actual work of life" than the graduate 
of our present system. Might- not our 
critics discover by observing the numer- 
ous schools of technology, of art, of de- 
sign and decoration, by observing the 
quality of work demanded in shops and 
banks, in office and mil!, in schools and 
libraries, yes, even in the quality of do- 
mestic service, that in the meantime the 
"actual work of life" has been changing! 
that even here the "old order chanjieth." 


Perhaps Borne words of one of the prom- 


inent educators of the day, Dr. Balliet of 
Springfield, may have some little weight 
with the critics of modern school methods, 
though the fact of his being a school super- 
intendent may invalidate his psychology. 
He says: The word "thorough" is oltsn 'a 
much misused word. If by a thorough 
study of a few branches you mean an ex- 
haust ve study, or an ectensie study, in 
*he elementary schools, the statement \a 
wholly incorrect. If by teaching "thor- 
oughly" you mean teaching cl *r y what 
is taught, then thorough teaching should 
be found in all grades. The truth is, the 
smaller the child the greater the number 
of studies he can pursue at one time, be- 
cause he can comprehend 
only 
the 


simplest elements of any one of them- 
The more mature the pupil, the fewer 
studies he can pursue because he has to 
study more extensiveby each one. Ele- 
mentary education must consist of the 
elements of many things, higher educa 
tion of the study of a few things exhaus- 
tively. The truth or falseness of these 
statements each one may discover for 
himself by studying his own mind and by 
a little dip into one of the "fads and 
frills" of the day, "Child Study." 


But as you say, without entering into 


the subject of our present curriculum 
sufficiently to draw conclusions, what is 


*he judgment to be passed upon the 
method of reform in the Northampton 
schools referred to in your editorial? 
A very radical change in 
methods 


was instituted without the knowledge of 
the superintendent. Is there any other 
well conducted business where such an 
upheavel would be made without con- 
sulting one who is employed £8 an expert 
in hip department? Your editorial call 
this act of the Northampton school board 
a significant fact. 
Of what is it sig- 


nificant? Of any appreciation in the first 
place, of mere courtesy and 
business 


mathods? Does it show any apprehen- 
sion of the function of tte public school 
system in the progress and oivilzation of 
our country? That progress demads the 
development of the industrial arts and 
their resulting increase of wealth. That 
civilization demands the increase of a 
general appreciation of art, the refine- 
ment of manners which follows upon a 
widespread improvement of taste; the 
general elevation of a pc op s's thought 
above the hard conditions in which ga 
people's struggle for existence, pre- 
eminence and wealth take pkce. 


How can our schools best perform their 


function ? By lopping off manual train- 
ing which opens up new avenues o^ 
employment, and develops a finer touoh 
in every line of wort; 
by 
taking 


out nature study, and thus closing th 
eyes of the children to the beauty and 
significance of the world, a love that may 
later develop some practical work in 
actual life, and at any rate have a won 
derful humanizing effect; by excluding 
the teaching of form aad color, which 
may lay the foundations for a future 
course in some school of art or design; by 
refusing to introduce instruction in sew- 
iug and cooking which could not fail to 
improve the whole domestic economy; by 
giving up all the refining influences of 
beautiful school rooms artistically deco- 
rated and presided over by cultivated and 
enthusiastic women, whose lives are so 
devoted to their work that they come to 
have more of the spirit of voluntary mis- 
sionaries than paid officials? Give up all 
this, and far more, and return to the un- 
interesting study of endless and useless 
definitions in geography, accompanied 
with the search for unknown places on a 
amap, to mental gym nasties and ligh'tning 
calculations in arithmetic which no office 
work will ever call in play, to dry details 
and dates iu history, never lightened by 
the fascinating and instructive stories of a 
ration's heroes and heroines, to the old 
reoders with heir scarce bits of fine 
literature. 


In a poor, very poor home in our city 


is a dwarfed and crippled boy-who has 
overcome hia bodily ills enough to attend 
school somewhat regularly. During the 
winter his hard working parent* have 
been paying §1 a week 'for his dinners be- 
cause he is unable to walk to his home or 
to do without a warm, nourishing dinner. 
The work in form and color so contended 
by our critic has developed in him a taste 
which by continued study may make his 
life useful and successful when otherwise 
it. would become another burden and 
another blot upon our civilization. Do 
you say this is but ono unimportant ex- 
ample?

Disgust In Washington Over 


the De Lome Letter. 


SIMPLES OF HIS CONTEMPT FOB CS 


How He Hoodwinked a Navy Clerk and 


S*onr«d Valuable Mapg and Drawings. 
Bin Policy One of Bluff and Swagger. 
Why the Queon Took a Hand. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 14.—[Special.]—Aft- 


er a whole winter of Cuban talk the first 
bit of real Cuban excitement we have had 
in the capital came over the letter written 
by Dupuy do Lome, the former Spanish 
minister, which led to his departure from 
this city discredited as a Diplomat. In these 
dispatches I have already described some 
of the characteristic methods of the late 
minister—his tendency to bluff his way 
through, his adroitness, his cool nerve. 
Tho letter which led to his undoing was in 
some rospccts a surprise to public men who 
had not closely watched the Spanish min- 
ister. They had supposed him to be n man 
of sincerity, and that the government be- 
hind him was more or less sincere in its 
professions of friendship for the United 
States and Its desire to satisfy tho people 
of this country. The most serious aspect 
of tho now famous letter, as many public 
men hero view tho matter, is the revelation 
which it makes of Spain's tricky policy as 
to the UniteJ States. 


A Game of Hoodwink. 


Tho whole play of Spanish diplomacy 


appears to have been directed toward hood- 
winking the American government. To' 
this end they have bont every energy and 
used all their ingenuity. 
There was deep 


disgust among public men in Washington 
when they read in Dupuy de Lome's letter 
of the scurvy device to negotiate a com- 
mercial treaty with this country in order 
to throw dust in the eyes of the people here 
and afford the Spanish minister irieans of 
carrying on a new propaganda In Spain's 
behalf. 


There has never been any welcome for 


the Spanish proposition to make new rec- 
iprocity treaties. 
That proposition has 


looked too much like a scheme to bribe us 
with a little better trade opening. It as- 
sumed at the outset that the Spanish view 
of us was correct—to wit, that we are a 
notion of shopkeepers, who care for nothing 
escept the almighty dollar, and that as 
long as our cupidity was catered to noth- 
ing in the lino of humane or high minded 
action need be feared. 
The letter of the 


Spanish minister, apart from its insult to 
the president, and through him to the 
whole American people, has done one good 
thing in unmasking Spanish diplomacy- 


De Lome's Cool Nerve. 


I have heard a story concerning the cool 


nerve of Dupuy de Lome, a story 'so in- 
credible that I could not believe it did it 
not come to me on good authority. It is 
indicative of the contempt which that gen- 
tleman had for all things Ameriban. One 
day the Spanish minister made his appear- 
ance at an office in the navy department 
where maps and drawings are kept. There 
•was certain information which he wanted, 
and he accosted the clerk In charge in a 
cheery, friendly manner. In telling of the 
incident afterward the clerk said: 


"Iwns much pleased with Mr. de Lome. 


He seonied to besuch a nice man. He was 
as democratic as any of us. He sat down 
and chatted with me, handed me a good 
cigar which he said had been brought In 
from Cuba without paying any duty and 
laughed and joked with me as nicely as 
you please. 
When he told me what he 


wanted, just some Information for a mag- 
azino article he was writing, ot course it 
vras a pleasure to me to comply. I gave 
him the maps and drawings he asked for, 
and he went away very much pleased. We 
struck up quite a friendship. He Is just 
as plain and friendly as any common 
American." 


"What? Do you say that you gave him 


ths maps he asked for—maps of our coast 
and drawings of our fortifications?" 


"Why, 
certainly." 


"Well, you are a bigger fool than I 


thought you were. The Spanish minister 
was simply playing you. He wanted that 
information for his government, and ha 
took you in. 
You ought to be dismissed 


from the service." 


The young man who was involved in 


this story did come very near losing his 
job on account of his excessive pottteness 
to the Spanish minister. He was trans- 
ferred to another bureau and will never 
again get a chance to give away Uncle 
Sam's secrets. 


Methods ot » Bluffer. 


This story is fairly illustrative of the 


methods which the late Spanish minister 
followed here. He was all nerve and bluff 
and boldness. If he had had his way, we 
should have been kept half frightened all 
the time for fear a Spanish cruiser was go- 
ing to swoop down upon Washington some 
day and blow up the oapltol and the White 
House. 


If the Canovas ministry had remained 


in power, the chances are this method 
would have been pursued. Canovas, like 
De Lome, was a conservative, and a Span- 
ish conservative is one who never learns 
anything, but follows forever the methods 
of two centuries ago, which were bulldoz- 
ing methods, intimidation, bluff and swag- 
ger. De Lome had carried his policy so far 
that he had succeeded in convincing near- 
ly every one in Washington that if this 
government made the slightest move to- 
ward helping Cuba we should have war on 
our hands. The relations between the two 
countries had really become strained when 
Quoen Christine, who is a sensible wom- 
an, thought things had been carried too 
far and changed her ministers. 


Contempt For American*. 


P Since Sagasta came into power Do Lome 
haa not been quite so bloodthirsty. lie 
was no doubt instructed to pursue a mild- 
er course, and at best he could he obeyed 
orders. But all hi! instinct* were toward 
the otktr policy—toward 
frightening 


Americans with tales of what was sure tc 
happen if Spain's proud toes were once 
trod upon ever so lightly. Though in his 
official Intercourse De Lome was com- 
pelled to follow the wishes of his superior 
at Madrid, in private conversation be of- 
ten let loose upon America and Americans. 


Do Lome was an intense Spaniard. 


Though he had traveled much and had 
lived in this country altogether about flvo 
years, he could not dissociate himsell 
sufficiently from the prejudices and tradi- 
tions of his own land to take a broad view 
of human nature or international rela- 
tions. Ho. was for Spain all the time and 
on every occasion) and as a fighter for his 
own country he was a success, He wae 
the ablest man Spain ever bad here, and 
if his rancor against Americans and his 
contempt for our national character had 
not led him into the blunder of that letter 
ho probably would have been here a long 
tilUO jot.

artillery battalion was not present, but 
he happened to be near tbe soono when 
the sound of a chance battle summoned 
every true soldier to the front. Kiding 
to the point of danger, he saw a regi- 
ment wavering and, with sword flying, 
shouted: "Forward, boys! 
Forward to 


victory and glory!" At that moment the 
guns of Stoneinan's Federal horse batteries 
were shelling tbo fields where tho Confed- 
erates were gathering to dispute the cross- 
ing of the river. 
A fragment o'f shell 


struck Pelham and pierced his brain. 
4.naid tiro roar of battle his young life 
went out, and most extraordinary cere- 
monies and eulogies attested his renown 
In the corps. Stuart issued a general or- 
der announcing his death and requiring 
that the military badge of mourning be 
worn for 80 days out of respect to his 
memory. Also he telegraphed to the con- 
gressman from Pelham's district in Ala- 
bama: "The noble, the chivalric, the gal- 
lant Pelham, is no more. He was killed in 
action yesterday. His remains will be sent 
you today." 


Colonel Pelham's remains were taken to 


Richmond and Iny in state in the capital, 
an honor conferred upon few generals, and 
these only the most distinguished. One 
more incident to fix tho place this young 
hero held in the hearts of his comrades and 
tbe people. After the battle of Fredericks- 
burg General Lee spoke in bis report of 
tho part taken In the battle by "the gal- 
lant Pelham." In an official document 
from the pen of Lee tho words had mean- 
Ing beyond that of kindly compliment. 


John Pelham was born in Alabama in 


1888 
and was in the middle of his twenty- 


third year when the war broke out. He 
was then in the graduating class at West 
Point, where he had cut 110 small fignro 
during Che five years of his cadetship. 
It 


was a sayltfg that when Pelham started to 
go anywhere or to do anything ho would 
never turn-or look back, no rnatterNvhat 
the temptation or provocation. In fencing 
and bosing he excelled, and his skill in 
horsemanship, especially in feats of ex- 
traordinary daring, became a tradition of 
the school. The Prince of Wales singled 
him out as a wonderful horseback rider 
when he visited tbe academy In 1860. 


Like most great soldiers of the-civil war, 


Pelham stood low in his class, yet a high 
career had been prophesied for the young 
Alabamian because of his general bearing 
at West Point. A week before commence- 
ment, in 1861, with his commission al- 
ready made out in the United States army, 
he resigned his cadetship and threw up all 
his chances, to fight for southern rights. 


Young Pelham set out in his cadet uni- 


form, but as he neared the southern bor- 
der he found himself an object of suspicion, 
which he tried to allay by passing himself 
off as a courier in tho service of the United 
States. At New Albany, I2d., the cadet 
~was intercepted by the Federal authorities, 
word having reached there that he had 
left West Point, intending to go south and 
flpht In tfie- Confederate array. He was 
placed under surveillance and not allowed 
to cross thejrivei to Louisville. However, 
at Jeffersonville,. above New Albany, he 
found his project favored by fortune in the 
sbapo of a true Yankee maiden who so 
deeply fell fn lova with the gallant adven- 
turer that, although her principles would 
not allow her to urge him onward, would 
not balk his honest ambition to fight 
againsf her people. Little by little she had 
learned hia story. She urged him to give 
up the Idea of going south, and he listened 
kindly if not earnestly. 


One day tbe couple, who were much to- 


gether, went out rowing on the river and

on nearing tho Kentucky shore young Pel- 
ham gave tho skiff an 'impetus that sent 
it to tho bank. 
Swiftly jumping out bo 


pushed the boat back into the current and 
wnvedafarewoll to tho astounded girl who 
had unwittingly helped on enemy and sped 
the departure of a lover from her side. 


From Louisville Pelham hurried to 


Montgomery, then the capital of the Con- 
federacy. He was commissioned first lieu- 
tenant in the regular Confederate service 
and assigned to duty with the artillery at 
Lynchburg, Va. At the First Bull Bun 
the boy fought with a battery which he 
had drilled and handled tho guns so sliill- 
fully that Job Stuart, then commanding 
tho First regiment of "Wlginin cavalry, 
helped him raise afl«r «li fmn light bat- 
tery for service with Ml own command. 
B'ecruits for tho battery Were quickly 
gathered in Alabama, and Palhajn him- 
self raised n detachment of Creoles from 
Mobile to man one piece. Being of French 
descent, these Creoles were nnmed tbe "Na- 
poloon detachment." They went Into bat- 
tle singing the "Marseillaise" and clung 
to their boy lender ns did tho Old Guard to 
Napoleon.' If not always first into battle, 
they wore invariably the last to leave. 


Polham's sis gun battery became the 


nucleus of the famous battalion of horse 
artillery which helped to mnko Stuart's 
corps a terrible thunderbolt of war. At 
tho bottle of Qnines Mill, in Juno, 1803, 
Polham advanced one gun a mile to the 
front of tho general Confederate lino and 
drew the fire of several piocos of Federal 
artillery. Stuart was fighting with Stone- 
wall Jackson that day and tho conduct of 
tho boy artillerist did not pass unnoticed 
by that uhrowd commander, over looking

M'h&n Leo retreated from tho 


Potomac down the valleys toward tho Bup- 
pahaunock, after his defeat nt Antietam, j 
Stuart's column was rear guard of the 
army. The Federals followed up and ev- 
ery h#ur had its skirmish, enough to 
amount to a battle. Pelham, as usual, 
staid by one gun and that gun was always 
last to retire. 
Once when he was far out 


to the front with his forlorn hopo Stuart 
became alarmed for his fate and ordered 
him to retire, Polham was then a major 
and he begged his chief to ullow him to re- 
main a-little longer. Stuart consented. 
All tho other pieces of the battery had 
gone to the rear and one by one th ; can- 
noneers serving tho piece with Pelham 
took advantage of orders and skipped away 
until the bravo major stood alone. He 
loaded and fired in the very teeth of the 
enemy crowding upon him, and then, 
mounting a load horse, began to gallop 
away with the gun. 


After going a few paces the horso Pel- 


ham rode was shot. Cutting the traces so

as to free the team from this oscra load, 
tho bravo fellow mounted another horse, 
which soon shared the fate of the first. A 
third horse was shot, and cut loose in the 
course of a few rods, but Pelham rodo into 
the battery wish his gun, to the astonish- 
ment of his jnea and his superiors. 


This deed with the rear guard and others 


like !t were mere exploits, likely to f*ive a 
soldier camp notoriety. 
Pelhinn crowned 


them with feats equally magnificent yet 
more mighty in results. Take his work 
on the Confederate right at Frcdericksburg 
on the 13th of December, 1SG2. It is cas- 
tomery to loo"k upon Fredcrickshur<r as an 
easy slaughter for the Conlcderatos, at- 
tended with little and no actual danger. 
With Pelbain out of tho case all is 
changed. 
The night before the battle 


Jacksun's colunn arrived on Lee's right 
below the city, expecting to gnarc! that 
flank waile tiio center and loft 'Weeded 
Fredarioksburg proper. On the morning 
of the 13th, when a fog obaciircu the field, 
Stuart's roving horsemen carried to the 
chiefs tho. news thot a. heavy Federal col- 
umn had crossed the river below the town 
and was preparing to attack Lee's right 
flank or to pass it, the leaders not count- 
ing upon Jackson's presence. 
Neither 


side was prepared for the collision which 
resulted and is known in history as the 
battle of Hamilton's Heights.. Stuart held 
the key to the position, yet he was there 
only as a cavalry picket. On tho extreme 
tight Polbam's guns were parked. 
When 


word of the Federal advance- across tho 
river was sent to headquarters, Lcc, Jack- 
son and Stuart rode acrusH the plain, which 
was covered with a ,donse fog. Stuart 
whispered to Pelbain and instantly the 
order was given to the batteries to move 
down to the plain among the cavalry 
pickets. Pelham, with the one single gun 
of the "Napoleon detachment," dashed 
down the heights, halting at a fork in the 
road coming up from the river. 


Before the other guns joined the Mobile 


Creoles the mist slowly cleared, and Pel- 
ham's gun looked into the faces of a col- 
umn of blnecoats marching confidently to- 
ward the heights, which they had been 
told to seize. Tossing a shell or two into 
the blue ranks in hopes of scattering them, 
Pelham awaited His other guns. They 
did not come, but the Federals charged 
his Napoleon, and he hurled them back 
with canister. The battle was opened, but 
the Federals supposed they had only a 
chance enemy, a stubborn picket force, to 
deal with. 
They opened on the lone sen- 


tinel first with a eingle piece, then with 
another and ended with bringing a whole 
battery to bear. Still Pelham's cannon 
roared its thunderous monotone and cut 
paps into the line pressing on for those 
coveted heights. In the lull of the can- 
nonade "The Maraellaise" rose from the 
throats of the Frenchmen who stood by 
Pelham, although at last several Federal 
batteries concentrated their fire upon him.. 


More of Pelham's pieces rushed to bis 


support at last, and when the crisis was 
hottest he had 13 to 15 guns contending 
with twice that number of enemies. Final- 
ly the tide turned. The Federals advanced, 
but were repulsed and slowly retreated 
back over the plain, which had become an 
open panorama by the lifting of the fog. 
Keeping pace with the rearward march of 
the Federal ranks, Polham moved his can- 
non forward and harried the retreating 
troops with shot and canister until they 
reached the cover of their reserve batteries. 


Fredericksburg 
was thus Ppllwn's 


greatest as it was his last with his noble 
horse artillery. Before tho corps was unit- 
ed in another pitched battle the boy had 
met the coveted end of the trne soldier, 
death amid the roar of arms. A commis- 
sion as colonel was under consideration 
when be was killed and speedily acted up- 
on tho moment tbo wire carried news of 
his ii.ic to the Confederate congress.

ample—A Law That Propose* to VorblA 
ths Sale of Liquor Near Any College 
Campun—Yale and Columbia. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


CHICAGO, Jan. 81.—The closing of the 


Princeton inn is a more important act 
and more significant to the bibulous por- 
tion of tho whole brotherhood of college 
students than many suppose. Other col- 
leges will follow Princeton's example 
and put into force that existent but long 
neglected article of discipline which 
calls drunkenness a grave offense. 


We are so encouraged by the decisive 


action of the Princeton faculty that th« 
W. C. T. U. has taken up tbe work in, 
earnest—of course co-operative with 
other temperance societies. We hope 
that by legislative action saloons, cafes 
and inns muy be removed from tbe vi- 
cinity of each and every college carnpns. 
Indeed we advocate the "four mile 
law," making it illegal to serve intori- 
cants within that distance of any educa- 
tional institution. Our local branch in 
each college town has already been 
asked to pat forth every effort toward 
this end. At one or two universities 
parents of sir.dcnts arc already appeal- 
ing to tbe trufctees to put every possible 
barrier between their sons and strong 
drink. Tho trustees, in their turn, are 
demanding that tho faculty make sus- 
pension or expulsion the punishment 
for drunkenness. 


I have been asking myself, my 
com- 


rades and others, why cannot the col- 
leges of the cast follow tbe example set 
by those of the south and west—that is, 
to prohibit by law wherever practicable 
the sale of intoxicating liquors within 
four mile? of the college buildings? Of 
course in the caso of universities lika 
Yale and Columbia, each situated in 
the heart of a city, sonic exception 
would probably be made by the legisla- 
ture's, although, as a matter of course, 
we should ivako ucre. ilcapwLile thera 
are no salocus in Cambridge, and stu- 
dent-: conversant with the fcitr.atinn tell 
me that there is Icsj drinking and fsrrer 
cases of intoiicotion in Harvard than in 
other universities of the cast. In Prince- 
tori, riiiCB the closing ft the iuu, I hava 
been informed that srucl'nts arc giving 
more attention to studies than to drink. 
In NewEaxcn, bovrcvcr, Yalo is sur- 
rounded by all sorts of temptations to 


:£) 
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drink, there being 02 saloons and cafes 
•within a few blocks of tha buildings. 
We shall very naturally pet fottb one 
most earnest efforts in Now Haven, 
•where by means of local option the cit- 
izens may in time vote away tho legal-" 
ization of the liquor traffic. 
\ 


In the east it seems to be the custom 


for college men to belittle the stndentl 
•who is a teetotaler and who studied 
hardest, and to crown with laurels tha 
one \vho skips recitations and drink^ 
the most. 
This false idea, however, 


•will take wings in the east jest as itj 
has in the south and -west. Not long 
ago a student of the Leland Stanford! 
university said to me: "Gh, yes, WB 
have some fellows who get drunk, 
•worthless idiots 1 But most of us prefefl 
to study." 


I am personally acquainted with 


many members of the faculty in various 
colleges, and it cannot be taid | hat ei- 
ther they or their colleagues knowingly 
permit excessive drinking among th« 
students. But it sometimes looks as it, 
the faculties of our many old fashioned! 
colleges are wholly unaware of the for- 
midable amount of intoxication esist* 
ing within a stone's tfcjw of their reci- 
tation halls.

Experience has prov- 
ed that ours is the hotter way to ride, 
although it has been frequently sneered 
at in this country, as well as in Eng- 
land. T'r.e critics on either side do not 
iaug'a £t it any more. It wins races. 
'The Enshdh style is as follows: The 
jockey sits clown straight in the saddle, 
which is placed farther down from the 
ehouldnr bone than we put it in Amer- 
ica. He sits there like an ordinary gen- 
tleman rider following the hounds, and 
of course is considerable of a weight to 
a horse, no matter how graceful and 
'easy his seat. He j,rips his mount with 
the inside of the knee joint, which acts ! 
as a sort of pivot, enabling the lower 
part of. the leg to swing backward and 
inward when the jockey wants to use 
his spurs on his animal. The reins ho 
holds in the ordinary fashion, without 
wraps or knottings. He. can help a 
stumbling horse better than a jockey 
who rides as Sloane and some more of 
us do, but that is all the advantage |
